The combined schools have long 
contended that there is no adequate 
substitute for the sign language as 
a means of communicating addresses 
and sermons to large groups of the 
deaf, whether adults or of school age. 
Deny the deaf children this privilege 
and you ntay as well deny the po¬ 
tency and efficacy of sermons and 
lectures as given to the hearing 
Doubtless finger spelling is the next 
alternative and children who have 
been brought up on the Rochester 
method appear to get addresses given 
by the manual alphabet with con¬ 
siderable clarity and freedom. We 
feel however that the possibilities of 
dramatic expression must, to a great 
extent, be lost where “writing in the 
air” is used as a substitute for 
pantomime. 

During the Christmas holidays we 
met a young man who gave us a very 
clear interpretation front personal ex¬ 
perience covering this theme. The 
gentleman became totally deaf at the 
age of sixteen and continued his 
education in the public schools with 
the exception of one year at an oral 
school for the deaf. He is an ex¬ 
pert lipreader and one would think 
in conversing with him that he was 
merely hard-of-hearing rather than 
deaf. Naturally his speech is almost 
perfect. 

All of these facts would seem to 
indicate an ideal oral condition, but 
in the course of the conversation 
this young man expressed a strong 
desire to go to Gallaudet College 
where he might learn the sign lan¬ 
guage in order to attend an occa¬ 
sional religious service or a lecture 
given to the deaf.

Yugoslavia 

There are, in Yugoslavia, four 
residential schools for the deaf, 
three of which are sjtate schools 
and one a private school. Atten- 


private school 
dance at these schools is compulsory. 
Those whose parents cannot pav uie 
admitted free of charge and clothing 
is provided. The oral method only 
is employed. Eight grades are pro 
videtl in the literary department and 
four grades in the industrial depart¬ 
ment. 

The handicrafts taught are tailor¬ 
ing, carpentry, locksniithing. book¬ 
binding, shoemaking, and printing. 
The teachers, instructors and, in 
fact, nil the hire of the schools, 
whether puplis or private, are 
employees of the State and ate
